HOW TO LOWER THE TAXES 


The following article from the 


pen of our townsman, Attorney Geo. 
L. Williams, was recently published 
in the Milwaukee Free Press. , The 
ideas expressed may not co-incide 
with those of the Tribune, but never- 
theless, we are always glad to hear 
from our citizens on matters that are 
of Importance to the public in gen- 
eral. 
Kditor Free Press:— 


You have several times In recent Issues 


editorially criticised the complaints with 
regard to high taxes now being collected 
in this state. Your criticlspi seems to be 
based upon the fact that no specific items 
are pointed out, whereby no specific items 
be reduced. In other words, the kicking 
does, not get down to bed rock and pro- 
duce any tangible results. In part, I a- 
gree with the justness of your criticism, 
and hence will try in this eommonlcatlon 
to furnish a few specific- facts. 


During the past six months, by reason 


of my connection with the County Board 
of this County, I have had occasion to 
investigate quite thoroughly the subject 
tit appropriations and levies for State 
Aid Highways, and some time ago reached 
the conclusion that there ought to be a 
good deal of trimming on his matter. The 
people of this state seem to have gone 
wild on the subject of good roads and 
have been making most exorbitant ap- 
propriations for work to l)p done. 


I believe us thorough!}1 as anyone In 


(rood roads, and especially good country 
roads; but from what I have seen and 
lictirrt with regard to the work being done 
In tills- state, and especially during the 
year 1913, I have become thoroughly con- 
vinced that altogether too much Is be- 
ing attempted, altogether too little real 
substantial work is being done, anil there 
should be in the future very much of a 
reduction of the work planned and the 
inoney-i to be raised. 


This subject ot State Aid Highways 


In this state is a new one and is largely at 
present in an experimental stage. It has 
cniined and Is causing throughout the 
slate a larger increase of taxation than 
auy other subject or than several other 
subjects combined, and since 11111 
lias 


been the source* of a new line of taxation. 
The amendment to Section 10 of Article 
VIII. cf the Constitution opened the door. 
Kor iu.stiiiice, hi tills County of Wood the 
total amount of state and county taxes 
levied by the Comity last fall, wai $2"",- 
tWH'i. 
Nearly one-third of this amount 


\viii for state aid highways and bridges 
in the comity. I apprehend the same con- 
dition exists in practically every other 
County In the stale. The ligures for each 
c o u n t y can be obtained at the Comity 
Clerk's oltU'C, and should be published and 
weighed. 
To Illustrate:—The towns and 


\lllages In .Milwaukee County last spring 
petitionc'd for .$iVJ,(123.00. 
Therefore, un- 


der Hie lin\, the County Hoard of Milwau- 
kee county was reciuired to levy on the 
u hole property in the County, an equal 
amount, plus Milwaukee County's share of 
the slate levy, or in ail around $780,000.-

It is probably generally known ti at

The County Boards of the various coun- 
ties and the Town Boards, have no con- 
trol over the matter, to speak of. Their 
aellou can be vetoed and turned down by 
the County Commissioner or the Slate 
Highway Commission at 
Madison, and 


they cuu whistle for all of the satisfaction 
'they get. 


Now,1 In order to hedge and eut down 


somewhat of the tnx levy for 1014, what 
shall be done? The levy of $1,200,000.00 by 
the State, which, under Chnpler 008 above 
referred to. must be levied next Fall, and 
cannot be cut down until the Legislature 
meets, and this amount will have to go 
Into the state levy for 1914, but the amounts 
to be petitioned for under the same law 
by tlie various towns, villages and small 
cities at the spring elections, can be cut 
down by very large amounts, and ought 
to be cut down. 
Electors of this stute 


should stop and consider that when they 
petition for a large amount of state aid 
highway funds, they are doing so at their 
own expense and at the expense of their 
county. 
Hence, towns, Instead of peti- 


tioning as they did last spring for any 
where from $1000.00 to ^.WOO.OO and more, 
should cut down such amounts to one- 
tenth, :it least. 
Instead of petitioning, 


as they did last year, for over one and 


one-half million dollar*, the total iiuiooul 
netitloned for should be less than one- 
half a million, and then the counties 
would not have to raise any such largf 
amounts as they did under the practlct 
which prevailed last year. 


This taking one dollar out of one pocket 


and putting it into another, and so on for 
for a hundred times, and then frying to 
believe you have gained something and 
have a hundred dollars, is pretty thin. 


Wood County will have over $70,000.00 


to be expended on State Aid Highways 
during the present year, not counting 
$l."i,000 county money on Nekoosa bridge. 
This amount Is to be expended in 'H differ- 
ent towns and villages, all under the su- 
pervision of the County Highway Commis- 
sioner, who must be on the Jump all the 
time during the working season, from 
one job to another and from one town to 
another, until the money Is all blown in. It 
goes without saying that good work can- 
not and will not be accomplished. 
In 


other words, the tax payers will not get 
value received from the moneys raised, 
and cannot expect to under the scheme 
as it is now being worked out. 


The cities of Grand Rapids and Marsh- 


fleld pay more than one-third of this 
$70,000.00, but do not get one cent back 
nor one tap of work.

Let me'quote briefly from an article re- 


cently furnished by our Highway Com- 
missioner to the local press, referring to

FATALLY INJURED 


UNDER THE GARS 


One of the most deplorabln acci- 


dents that has ever happened in 
Grand Rapids occurred on Tuesday 
afternoon when Calvin, the six year 
ol i sou of Will Burt was run over 
Ly a switch engine on the Northwest- 
ern road, having both legs cut on* 
nea'j the body and receiving such 
serious injuries that he died from 
tbc hhock that same evening About 
ten o'clock. 


It seems that the little fellow in 


company with his sister was return- 
ing from school, the family living on 
Tenth Avenue North, and while walk- 
ing along the right of way the switch 
engine on. the Northwestern 
road 


came along with several cars and the 
little fellow tried to jump onto one 
of them about two cars back of the 
engine, but missed his footing and 
fell beneath the wheeis and the cars 
passed over his two legs near the 
body. 


While nobody seems to have act- 


ually witnessed the accident, the lit. 
tie fellow's plight was noticed by 
people nearby, and as the accident 
happened near the plant of the Grand 
,Rapids Foundry company, Otto Roen- 
iius took him in his auto and made a 
quick run for Riverview Hospital, 
where he was given surgical assist- 
ance within a short time. 
However, 


it seems that he had been so badly 
injured that it was impossible to save 
his life, and he passed away about 
10 o'clock. 


Engineer Hager was in charge of 


the switch engine, and stated that he 
saw Calvin just after the cars had 
passed over him, but did not actual- 
ly see the accident. The boy and his 
sister were walking along the right 
of way, he states, and were not cross- 
ing the track at one of the street 
crossings. 


The children however, told the 


story that they were crossing the 
track at the time of the accident, and 
that the boy made no attempt what- 
ever get onlo the cars, but that he 
was struck by the end car, which 
was being backed up by the switch 
engine at the time, they not hear- 
ing the cars until it was too late to 
get out of the way. 


The accident certainly emphasize: 


the fact that people should not walk 
along the right of way of the rail-] 
roads and they should see that thei 
children do not do so. Over in the! 
section where this accident happened! 
there is a multiplicity of railroad 
tracks and it is extremely dangerous 
for a grown person to walk the 
tracks there, and children should nev- 
er be allowed in that locality. The 
crossings should als6 be protected 
by gates, which might help to a cer- 
tain extent in lessening the danger of 
accident.

Djirliig the past six months, bj reason 


of m> connection with the County Board 
of this County, I have bad occasion to 
investigate quite thoroughly the subject 
of appropriations mid levies for State 
Aid Highways, und some time ago reached 
the conclusion tliat there ought to be a 
good deal of trimming on his matter The 
people of this state seem to h ive gone

FATALLY INJUREtt 


UNDER THE GARS 


One of the most deplorable acci 


dents .that' has ever happened in 
Grand Rapids occurred on Tuesday 
'afternoon when Calvin,,the, six year 
el' sou of Will. Burt was run over 
by a switch engine on the Northwest- 
ern road, ;having both legs, cut off 
neaV the body and redeivSr-g such 
serious injuries that he died from 
the t,hock that same evening iibout 
ion o'clock. :

the" switch engine, and stated that he 
saw Calvin just after the cars had 
passed over him, but did not actual-

sister were walking along the right 
of way, he states, and wera not cross- 
,ng the track at one of the street 
crossings. 


The children however, told the 


story that they were crossing the 
track at the time of the accident and 
:hat the boy made no attempt what- 
ever get onto the cars, but that he 
was struck by the end car, which 
was being backed up by the switch 
engine at the time, they not hear- 
ng the cars until it was too late to 
;et out of the way. 


The accident certainly emphasizes1 


the fact that people should not walk 
along the right of way of the rail- 
roads and they should see that the! 
children do not do so. Over in the 
section where this accident "happened 
.here is a multiplicity of railroad 
.racks and it is extremely dangerous 
,j a grown person to- walk, .the 
racks there, and children should nev- 
er be allowed in that locality. The 
crossings should 
alst> be protected 


by gates, which might help to a cer- 
ain extent in.lessening the danger of 
accident.

Commissioner Harlan 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion examined David Lamar of New 
York and William H. Green of Ne- 
braka Monday, upon 
whose allega- 


tions the senate based a resolution re- 
questing the commission to inquire 
Into the matter. 


Lamar testified that during the last 


six years the steel corpoiation had re- 
ceived not less that $75,000,000 In re- 
bates from railroads, direct evidence

He named the Union railway, Du- 


luth & Iron Range railroad, Pittsburgh

"The device to pay the rebate," said 


Mr. Lamar, "was simply to raise the

The difference between the 
charges actually collected and a rea- 
sonable charge was paid back to the 
steel corporation owners of the stocks 
in the form of dividends, which ranged 
from 25 per cent to 200 per cent."

FEW RETURNED TO PRISON 


Ralph Smith, President of the State 


Board of Control, Says Men Are 


Taught to Live In art 


Upright Manner. 


Madison.—"The parole system of 


Wisconsin is teaching men to live in 
an upright manner outside of prison. 
A man trying right living outside of 
B prison is growing into right habits. 
It is better to have him out than in." 


This is the statement of Ralph 


Smith, president of the state board 
of control, In telling of the success 
of Wisconsin's parole law. 


"We take the men whom the courts 


will not put on probation, whom the 
courts say can not be trusted. We 
train them in the prison until they 
are capable of parole. 
This means 


that the prison is a real reformatory." 


Ninety per cent of the men who 


are paroled from the prison at Wau- 
pun report regularly to the board and 
are given honorable discharges when 
their time is up. 


The parole law went into effect in 


August, 1907. From that time until 
February 28, 1914, the state board has 
passed upon 936 applications for pa- 
role from the prison, granted 480, de- 
nied 445 and continued 8. Five were 
withdrawn. 
But 46 of the 480 de- 


faulted and S3 have beea returned to 
the prison.

Expect Increase In Insurance. 


With numerous officials of coun- 


ties, cities and school boards writ- 
Ing to the department of insurance 
for information, a large increase in In- 
surance on public property by the 
state is anticipated for the year 1914. 


Under the laws of the state, all 


public property, state, county, munici- 
pal and school, can be insured in the 
state fund, created for that purpose, 
and which has behind it the state 
treasury as a reserve The law estab- 
lishing such fund was passed in 1903, 
and for the first nine years provided 
for insurance of state property only. 
In 1911 the law was amended to in- 
clude county and local property as 
well, and its field of operation* great- 
ly widened. All state property is now 
insured in this fund—In 
fact has 


been since 1903. Counties may Insure 
courthouses, jails, asylums, poor farm 
buildings, training schools, etc., cities 
all municipal buildings, and school 
boards may insure school houses. The 
insurance of school houses Is con- 
fined to those located in cities and 
villages, for the reason that school- 
houses in country districts are now 
insured in the farmers' companies at 
cost. 


At present risks to the amount of 


$17,067,889.07 are carried by the state. 
Of this amount the Insurance on 
state property is $15,896,372.57. In this' 
amount the principal item Is one of 
$4,130,730 on the state capitol. The 
insurance on state university build- 
ings is $3,267,732.36. 


So far no cities have come In under 


the law, but some 40 cities have cor- 
responded with the department with 
that end in view. Public property may 
be insured up to 90 per cent of its 
value, but any amount below that fig- 
ure may be taken out 


The cost of annual insurance is 60 


per cent, of the cost of the same kind 
of Insurance in regular fire insurance 
companies.

pun report regularly to the board and 
are given honorable discharges when 
their time is up.

The parole, law went into effect In 


August, 1907." From that time until 
February 28, 1914, the state board has 
passed upon 936 applications for pa- 
role from the prison, granted 480, de- 
nied 445 and continued 8. Five were 
•withdrawn. 
But 46. of the .480 'de- 


faiulted and 33 have been returned to 
the prison.

Expect Increase.In Insurance. 


With numerous oflicials of coun- 


ties; cities and school boards writ- 
Ing to the department of insurance 
for information, a. large increase in In- 
surance on public property by the 
state is anticipated for the year 1914. 


Under the laws of the state, all 


public property, state, county, munici- 
pal and school, can be insured in the 
state fund, created for that purpose, 
and which has behind it the state 
treasury as a resei-ve. The law estab- 
lishing such fund was passed in 1903., 
and for the first nine years provided 
for insurance of state property only. 
In 1911 the law was amended to in- 
clude county and local property as 
well, and its field of operations great- 
ly widened. All state property is now 
insured in this fund—In fact has 
been since 1903. Counties may insure 
courthouses, jails, asylums, poor farm 
buildings, training schools, etc, cities 
all municipal buildings, and school 
boards may insure school houses. The 
insurance of school houses is con- 
'fined to those located in cities and 
villages, for the reason that school- 
houses in country districts are now 
insured in the farmers' companies at 
cost. 
, , 
At present risks to the amount of 


$17,067,889.07 are carried by the state. 
Of this amount the insurance on, 
state property Is $15,896,372.57. In this 
amount the principal item is one of 
$4,130,730 on the state capitol. The 
Insurance on state university build- 
ings is $3;267,732.36. 


So far no cities have come in under 


the law, but some 40 cities have cor- 
responded with the department with 
that end in view. Public property may 
be Insured up to 90 per cent, of its 
value, but any amount below that fig- 
ure may be taken out. 


The cost of annual insurance Is 60 


per cent, of the cost of the same kind 
of insurance in regular fire insurance 
companies.

she paid him before the operation. 
After his conviction he appealed to the 
Supreme court of Wisconsin, but the 
judgment was affirmed.

Washington.—The death of Senator 


Augustus O. Bacon of Georgia caused 
a vacancy in the chairmanship of the 
lenate committee on foreign relations. 
Senator Bacon succeeded Senator Cul- 
lom as presiding officer of the com- 
mittee last March. 
He had been a 


member of the foreign relations body 
for a great many year*, and therefore 
wa» thoroughly familiar with all the 
work with which It If charged. Sen- 
ator Bacon wa» a conservative man, 
able and forceful, and he had the re- 
spect of all the senators, no mat- 
ter what were their political affilia- 
tion i. 


The position e,f ahairman of the for- 


eign relations committee of the sen- 
ate is' one of high importance. The 
duties of this committee frequently 
are of the most delicate character, 
involving as they do on occasion the 
issues of war and peace. Senator Wil- 
liam J. Stone of Missouri probably 
will succeed to the position of presid- 
ing officer of the committee, for he is 
the ranking Democrat holding mem- 
bership in that boay 
Mr. Stone Is 


known as a politician and as an In- 
tense partisan, but unquestionably he 
will shed politics and partisanship 
when he takes Mr. Bacon's seat at the 
head of the foreign relations table. 
Some men have called William J. 
Stone "Gum Shoe Bill" for a good 
many years, and the name is not nug- 
gestive of high capabilities, but there 
are such, things as misnomers. The 
Missouri senator is known" to his col- 
leagues regardless of party as a man 
of brain and corresp >ading,. under- 
standing, and, moreover, he always 
has held that patriotism ranks poli- 
tics, although the latter has been ale 
close companion. 


President Took His Advice. 


President Wilson, to a considerable 


extent, has been viewing legislation us 
a party matter. 
Seemingly te has 


given little thought to the probability 
that Republicans and Progressives 
might help In putting through bills 
which appeal to their judgment. Mr. 
Wilson made his partisan position 
clear when he told the suffragists 
who called on him that be could not 
do anything for them because their 
cause was not a party one. 


While Washington understood pret- 


ty well Mr. Wilson's views along these 
lines, it nevertheless waa puzzled 
when in the early days of his adminis- 
tration he made an attempt to deal 
with foreign affairo solely through the 
Democratic members of the senate 
committee on foreign relations. The 
Republican members of the committee 
were astonished and perhaps hurt. 
Senator Lodge probably knows more 
about the intricacies of our foreign 
affairs than does any other member 
of the committee. 


Senator Roof was once secretary of 


state. Today he is a member of the 
foreign 
relations 
committee 
His 


knowledge of Central and South Amer- 
ican affairs Is greater than that of 
Senator Lodge, and on European and 
Eastern matters his knowledge prob- 
ably Is equal to that of the Massn 
chusetts senator 
When Senator Ba- 


con a Democrat, who succeeded Sena- 
tor Cullom as chairman of the 
mlttee, found out that it was Presi- 
dent Wilson's Intention to consult on 
foreign affairs only the Democratic 
members of the committee, he told his 
party chieftain frankly that he was 
making a mistake, and that he had 
better unmake it as soon as possible 
Mr Wilson followed the Georgian's 
advice instantly aud every member 
of the senate committee was invited 
to the White House to the first great 
Mexican conference, and has been in 
vited to every other conference of im- 
portance since that time. 


Why Are So Many Out of Work?

mission began its inquiry in New 
York 
city to 
discover the rea- 


son why so many men and women 
were out of work, the administration 
waited with interest for the first word 
from 
the 
commission's 
chairman, 


Frank P. Walsh 
Tha Democratic ma- 


jority in congress also awaited the 
word with interest, while the Repub- 
licans and Progressives awaited it 
with interest supplemented by keen 
curiosity. 


One of the first reports which came 


from the commission was to the effect 
that its chairman declared bluntly 
that there were 350,000 persons out of 
work in New York city. This state- 
ment without adequate explanation 
waa 
wired to 
Washington and 
It 


created a disturbance, and caused the 
opposition parties to taunt their Demo- 
cratic opponents with having Insti- 
tuted national policies and 
having 


passed national laws which had in- 
jured industry and had thrown hun- 
dreds of thousands of willing workers 
out of Jobs. 


The White House read the reported 


words of Mr. Walsh with amazement, 
because the inference naturally was

terms of the bill could decide a case, 
which could be taken on appeal, to 
the entire commission. 


It Is pretty 
well understood 
in 


Washington that the interstate com- 
merce commission is opposed to hav- 
ing its membeiship increased 
In a 


recent dispatch it was told how the 
commission |s being overworked be- 
cause of the mass of businesn before 
it. The objection of the commission to 
Increasing its membership is that it 
would make the board unwieldy and 
that agreements would be much more 
difficult to reach than they are at 
present. 


Meantime the commission is taking 


its own way to flnd relief from its 
present overworked condition. It has 
a sum of money granted to it as a con- 
tingent fund aud it has used a part 
of this money to pay the salaries of a 
"board of examiner attorneys." It has 
appointed the members of this board 
and their duties wlii be to hold hear- 
ings much after the mani.er of those 
held by masters in chance; y and to re- 
port on cases direct to the :oiiimission 
which shall render final decision 


Admittedly this plan is only an ex- 


periment and it Is not thought that it 
will meet all the requirements in the 
case, but some relief is expected. 


Can't Throw Out Evidence. 


In a sense tha appointment of the 


seven members of the board of exam- 
iner attorneys simply supplements the 
work of examiners who have done 
field work since the commission was 
established. The new board, however, 
has somewhat larger powers than ex- 
aminers h<ive hati In the past 
In one 


respect, an important respect, the ex- 
aminer attorneys will be 'luidicapped 
They cannot i,ass oil the competency 
of evidence. 
In other words, they 


cannot throw out of their reports to 
the commission such testimony as 
they may think has no place in the 
record. 


When the members of the Inter- 


state commerce commissiou hold in- 
dividual hearings they can admit or 
throw out testimony as they choose 
This makes it certain that when the 
commission as a bodv passes on a 
matter it will have before It only com- 
petent material 
It is believed that 


before long an effort will bo made to 
give the necessary power to reject to 
the memb&rs of the board of examin- 
er attorneys 
When this Is done the 


carrier corporations of the country 
probably will find that the path to de- 
cisions on matters concerning them 
will be much easier walking and will 
be free from some of the obstacles of 
the past. 


It Is not difficult to explain why no 


sustained effort has been made in con- 
gress to increase tha membership of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
The members of the board are op- 
posed to any such plan 
The opposl^ 


tlon Is based on the plea of efficiency 
and not on any ground which can be 
considered selfish 
The commission- 


ers, as has been said, bold that too 
large a board would be unwieldy and 
that it would Uke longer to arrive at 
decisions than is the case at pres- 
ent.

THE EXEMPTION CLAUSE. 


"IN VIOLATION OF TREATY" 


Favoring of American Co»itwl»« Vat- 


lelt Declared by Chief Executive 


Alto to Be Bated on Mlttaken 


Economic Policy. 


Washington, 
March 
6.—Declaring 


that the exemption of American coast- 
wise shipping from the payment of 
Panama canal tolls was based upon a 
"mistaken economic policy" and was 
"In contravention of our treaty with 
Great Britain," President Wilson to- 
day asked congress to repeal the Ad- 
amson act containing the exemption 
clause. The appeal wag made In per- 
son by the president, who appeared 
before the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives In Joint session. 


The president declared that all the 


world powers were unanimous in judg- 
ment that the exemption was in vio- 
lation of our treaty obligations. Only 
In the United States, he said, was the 
exemption clause regarded ao debat- 
able or as open to question, lie said 
he had not come to congress to doliver 
a personal view, but that considera- 
tions of justice and wisdom led him to 
believe that the proviso should be re- 
pealed without delay. 


The president added that the United 


States "ought not to quibble" in the 
mutter of a treaty obligation. He In- 
timated that the Panama canal tolls 
question was involved in all the other 
foreign questions now before the Uni- 
ted States, because ho would not know 
how to deal with them unless the- ex- 
emption is repealed 


President's Metsage. 


The address follows: 


"Gentlemen of the Congress: 


"I have come to you upon an errand 


which can be very briefly performed, 
but I beg that you will not measure 
its importance by the number of sen- 
tences in which I state it. No com- 
munication I have addressed to the 
congress carried with it graver or 
more far-reaching implications to the 
interest of the country and 1 now 
come to speak upon a matter with 
regard to whicb I am charged in a 
peculiar degree by the constitution it- 
self with personal responsibility. 


'I have come to abk for the repen! 


of that provision of the Panama canal 
act of August 24, 1912, which exempts 
vessels engaged in the coastwibo trade 
of the United States from payment of 
tolls, and to urge upon you the jus- 
tice, the wlbdom, and the large policy 
of such a repeal with 
the utmost 


earnestness of which I am capable. 


Exemption a^Mlstake. 


"In my own judgment, very fully 


considered and maturely formed, 'that 
exemption 
constitutes 
a 
mistaken 


economic policy irom every point of 
view, and is, moreover, in plain con- 
travention of the treaty with Groat 
Britain concerning the canal conclud- 
ed on November IS, 1901. But I have 
not come to you to urge my personal 
views 
1 have come to state- to you a 


fact and a situation. 


"Whatever may be our own differ- 


ences of opinion concerning this much- 
debated measure, its meaning Is not 
debated outside the United States. 
Everywhere else the language of the 
treaty is given but one interpretation, 
and that interpretation precludes the 
exemption 1 am asking you to repeal. 


Consented to Treaty. 


"Wo consented to the treatv; its 


language we accepted, If we did not 
originate It, and »ve are too big, too 
powerful, too self-respecting a nation 
to interpret with too stialned or re- 
fined a reading the words of our own 
promises just because we have power 
enough to give us leave to read them 
as \ve please. The large thing to do 
is the only thing we can afford to do, 
a voluntary withdrawal from a posi- 
tion everywhere questioned and misun- 
derstood 
We ought to reverse our 


action without raising the question 
whether we were right or wrong, and 
so once more deserve our reputation 
for genero&ity and the, redemption of 
every obligation without quibble or 
hesitation. 


"I ask tins of you in support of the

Can't Throw Out Evidence. 


In a sense the appointment of the 


seven members of the board of exam- 
iner attorneys simply supplements the 
work of examiners who have done 
field work since the commission was 
established. 
The new board, however, 


has somewhat larger powers than ex- 
aminers have had In the past. In one 
respect, an important respect, the ex- 
aminer attorneys will be handicapped.

On the farm it is different. 


They awake from their downy couch 
about 4 o'clock g. in. and ruBbiug the 
leep from their eyes they grab a 
milk pail and hustle for the back lot. 
As they trip lightly thru the burdocks 
and sandburs old Sol pokes his head 
ibove the weeds on the east forty and 
ivinks knowingly with a look on his 
ace that foretells a day with the 
Mercury at 95. Then the boy inflates 
his lungs with the pure fresh air only 
o be found in the country, larrups 
old Spot with a barrel stave to make 
ler stand around and starts in on 
the morning's chores. 
There are 


only seventeen cows to milk and if 
he hurries he will be able to get 
them all finished by breakfast time. 
As an incentive to hurry, he knows 
that he will not get his breakfast un- 
:il they are 
finished. 
Then s.£ he 


trips blithely houseward with a brim- 
ning pail in either hand, the odor 
of fried ham is wafted to his nostrils, 
ana he wonders if a camel feels more 
lungry that he after going seven 
days without food. Indigestion, did 
you say? They don't have it on tbe 
'arm. That alone is worth the price 
of admission. By the time the lazy 
city boy has sat down to his oatmeal 
the boy on the farm has old Nance 
and Bin hitched up and is gamboling 
toward tbe cornfield where for the 
next five hours he will commune with 
nature ahold of the handles of the 
corn cultivator. 
Nothing to worry 


his mind. Just plain healthy work 
from morning until night. 
After 


supper he helps with the cows, and 
then he can go right to bed if he 
wants to. Don't have to walk around 
a billiard table until eleven or twelve 
o'clock, or go to any picture shows 
or bum theatres or anything of that 
kind. 
On Sunday all he has to do 


is the chores, night and morning and 
has all the rest of the day to him- 
self. 
He can lie on the nice sweet 


hay in the loft and dream the weary 
hours away or he can go over to the 
neighbors and talk to tbe boys, know- 
ing that he does not have to get back 
home until it is time to do the chores. 
So time slips away 365 days in the 
year with no care for the past nor a 
thought of the future. 
Is there any 


reason why he should not be the hap- 
piest mortal alive? If he is a good 
boy and performs his work faithfully 
probably his father will buy him a 
nice new suit of $8 clothes and al 
low him to take old Bill out hitched 
to the light wagon. 
Then he will 


certainly cut a large gash in the rari- 
fjed atmosphere and probably get his 
name in the columns of the town pa- 
per if the girl who is writing the 
items happens to see him, as per: 
"Si Sloeum was seen on our streets 
Sunday. Seems to us Si happens over 
this way pretty often 
nowadays." 


Yes, 
indeedy, the farmer boy has a 


healthy and happy life, and why any 
of them should want to leave it for 
the rush and turmoil of the city, is 
more than we can understand. There 
are many other attractive things a- 
bout farm life, but it is not necessary 
to enumerate them all here. 
Make 


the farm attractive, did you say? The 
boy who cannot appreciate the at- 
tractiveness of the farm must be deaf 
and dumb and blind and weak mind- 
ed in the bargain.

English Investigator Points Out Falla- 


cy of What Has Long Been 


Accepted. 


Scarcely enough justice has been 


done to the admirable work of Dr. 
Charles Goring in his study of the 
English criminal, which has Just been 
issued as a blue book. 
This Is even 


less an important addition to our 
knowledge of the criminal than a chal- 
lenge to the whole school of criml- 
nologists. 
For the investigations of 


Dr. Goring shake the elaborate fabric 
built up by Lombroso and those who 
have followed in his footsteps. 


"Our inevitable conclusion," the re- 


port states, "must be that there is no 
such thing as a physical criminal 
type." The head of the criminal dif- 
fers In no marked degree from, that 
of the university graduate, and special- 
ized crime is discovered to be not due 
to selection on the part of the crimi- 
nal, 
but to the opportunities which 


present themselves to him. The 
criminal who is in a favorable position 
for thieving, thieves; the man who 
has no opportunity for taking what is 
not his figures among the statistics 
of criminal violence. 


SHAKESPEARE AND THE BIBLE 


The one marked characteristic of 


the criminal classes is a low order of 
physique, frequently 'associated with 
a poor intelligence. 
Such defects as 


these, however, are too common out- 
side the ranks of the criminals to af- 
ford any guide in the criminal before 
he commits crime. 
And with that 


broad fact the entire structure of»a 
pseudo-science comes toppling to the 
ground.—Westminster Gazette.

Under the laws of the state,' all 


public property, state, county, munici- 
pal and school, can be insured in the 
state fund, created for that purpose,, 
and which- has behind it the state 
treasury as a reserve. The law estab- 
lishing such fund was passed in 1903, 
and for the first nine years provided 
for insurance of 'state property only. 
In 1911 the law was amended to In- 
clude county and local property .as 
.well, and its field of -operations great- 
ly widened. All state property is now 
insured in this fund— in fact has 
been since 1903. Counties may insure 
courthouses, jails, asylums, poor farm 
buildings, training schools, etc., cities 
all municipal buildings, and school 
boards may insure school houses,' The 
.insurance of school houses is con- 
'flned to those located in cities and 
villages, for the reason that Bchool- 
houses in ^country districts are .now 
Insured in tho farmers' companies at' 
cost 
, . 
; 


At present risks to the amount of 


$17,067^889.07 are carried by the state, 
Of this amount the Insurance on, 
state property Is $15,896,372.67. In this 
amount the principal item is one of 
$4,130,730 on the state capitol. The 
insurance on state university build- 
ings Is $3,267,732.36. 


So far no cities have come in under 


,the law, but some 40 cities have cor- 
responded with 'the department with 
that end: in view.

Favoring of American Coastwise V»s- 


sels Declared by Chief Executive 


Also to Be Based on Mistaken 


Economic Policy. 


Washington, 
March 
5.—Declaring 


that the exemption of American coast- 
wise x shipping from the payment of 
.Panama canal tolls was based upon a 
"mistaken^ economic policy" and was 
"in contravention of our treaty with 


i Great' Britain," President Wilson to- 
'day asked congress to repeal the Ad- 
amson act containing the exemption 
clause. Tho appeal was made In per- 
son by the president, who appeared 
before the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives in joint session. 


The president declared that all the 


world powers were unanimous In judg- 
ment that vthe exemption was in vio- 
lation of our treaty obligations. 
Only 


in the United States, he said, was the 
exemption clause regarded a^ debat- 
able or as open to question. He said 
he had not come to congress to deliver 
a personal view, but that considera- 
tions of justice and wisdom led him to 
believe that the proviso should be re- 
pealed without delay.' 


The president added that the United 


States "ought not to quibble" in the 
matter of a treaty obligation N He in- 
timated that the Panama canal tolls 
question was involved in all tho other 
foreign questions now before tue Uni- 
ted States, because he would not know 
how to deal with them unless tho ex- 
emption is repealed.

For a man receiving a regular salary, or a, 
business man with a pood system/of book- 
keeping, It Is easy to determine whether 
or not his Income Is taxable. I'.ut for the 
farmer who receives no stated liiuomo, and 
who often falls to keep awunito account 
of receipts and cxpendltues, It IH more dif- 
ficult to calculate his not Incouio.

eve excels in quality all other grades 
of the Puget Sound fish. They are 
packed in July and August and are 
eady ior shipment in September. 


Chinook, as it is known in the wa- 


ter of the Columbia river is a lighter 
colored fish with a lighter colored oil 
and a more delicate flavor, and is 
considered better by some people than 
.he Sockeye because of the delicacy 
of the flavor and oil. The Chinook 
salmon is especially good for salmon 
salad. 
Red Alaska, is practically the same 


size and weight as Sockeye. and while, 
the flesh is a bright red, it is not so 
pronounced as the Sockeye, and is 
also drier and lacks the delicious 
Havor and appearance of the Sockeye. 
This fish is also packed in July. 


Medium Red or Cohoe, is a little 


larger in size than the Sockeye, while 
the flesh is softer and not so high in 
color as either the Sockeye or Red 
Alaska, and therefor less attractive 
from the stand point of the market 
value, altho of excellent flavor.
